AN OPEN LETTER 


Winnipeg, Feb. 24, 1946 

Mr. G. F. Jonasson, 

President Board of Trustees, 

First Lutheran Church, 

Winnipeg. 


Dear Mr. Jonasson: 

I am enclosing a cheque covering my pledge of $25.00 on 
U.L.C.A. apportionment account (Missions) for the current year. 
Please be kind enough to pass this on to the treasurer. 

As you may recall, this pledge was made voluntarily for the con¬ 
gregation has not as yet committed itself to any specific budgeting 
on our Synods U.L.C.A. apportionment program. It is in the hope 
that this program may be taken more earnestly by us as a congrega¬ 
tion that I am writing you at this time. 

As it is seemingly not clear to a great part of our membership 
what is accomplished through our participation in the U.L.C.A. 
world program, it is appropriate at this time to refer to our church 
bulletin of Feb. 17th and re-read the article under the heading of 
“A Soldier Discovers Missions”—THIS IS IT. 

In other words, the greater part of the United Lutheran Church 
in America $2,500,000 program for the years 1945, 1946 is devoted 
to Foreign Missions and in transforming savages and heathens to 
civilized and Christian human beings. 

Our Icelandic Synod, as a member synod of this greater church 
body, the U.L.C.A. is advised of its proportionate share in this pro¬ 
gram of the U.L.C.A. which covers all its activities, Administrative, 
Benevolent, Educational, Home and Foreign Missions. This share, 
broken down to a “per member” basis would equal about $1.25 per 
confirmed member per year. Surely not an unreasonable demand 
nor one to be considered as a burdensome obligation, much less, as 
too many mistakingly regard it, as a tax. 

The amount therefore to be forthcoming, on this basis from our 
congregation, with the largest membership of our Synod congrega¬ 
tions is about $800. I would allow myself to express the hope, that 
with the awakened appreciation of the U.L.C.A. world program of 
evangelism, with its attendant benefits of education and benevolence 
and the consciousness that only so far as the Christian church con¬ 
tinues to pursue its calling will it correspondingly prosper and wit¬ 
ness the increase and blessings of its efforts in such clear evidences 
as that experienced by the fliers forced down on that strange 
islands coast, whose natives had been one time savages. 

Surely the value of human lives cannot be computed in dollars, 
nor the element of grace, transforming human characters be meas¬ 
ured but on a Divine plane. 

I trust that with the necessary initiative of our board of trus¬ 
tees and with the ever efficient aid of our ladies organizations, in¬ 
cluding that of the Missions Society, that the U.L.C.A. apportion¬ 
ment may meet with ever increasing response and become a top 
item in our annual budgeting.
